SUNDAY WORK IN THE HARBOUR. 
A DEFECT IN THE LAW. 


Before Mr Wieo at the Police Court to- 
day the mastor of Messts Butterfield and 
Swire’s steamer Wiampoa was charged 
with unlawfully loading catgo on Sunday, 
the 26th inst., without having obtained a 
permit from the Harbour Master. Four 
Qhiness wore also charged whih conveying 
to and discharging into tho Whampoa cor- 
tain cargo in coutravontion of the Sunday 
Qargo-working Ordinauce._-) - 

Mr A. P. Stokes, Acting Gréwn Solicitor, 
prosecuted, and Mr Francis, Q.C., appeared 
for'tho defonce. 7 

Mr Francis admitted that «quantity of 
coal for tho uso of the voesel had been pnt 
on board on the Sunday in question, but he 
contended that bunker coal did not come 
within the scope of the section (3) of the 
ordinance on which the charge was basod, 
which reads—' No cargo shall te reecived cn 
board, loaded, vorked or discharged from 
any vessel within the waters of this colony 
on Sunday unless a parmit from the Har- 
pour-maater has been first obtained.’ 

‘Mr.Stokes submitted that the ordinance 
evidently meant that coal should be 
regarded as catgo. Certain things wore 
spooially exempted by sub-section 2 of 
asotion 2—but coal was not exetnpted, Tho 
sub-section reads, ‘ Cargo shell not include 
rooils, personal luggage, live stock, ice .or 
articles of food of a perislablo’ naturo 
required for immediate conaumption.’ It 
was ontirely against the apirit of the 
ordinance to ‘say that it megnt to allow 
vessels to load bunkor al on Sundays 
without o permit. 

Mr Francis said that what tho ordinance 
prohibited was tho loading of cargo ond 
cargo only. That was the caject of the 
ordinance set forth ip tho preamble 
and cargo only waa mentioned in 
fection 3. ‘No cugo. shall be 
received on board,’ &c. Bunker coal could 
not by described as cargo, or part of the 
ship's freight. He roforred his Worship te 
an insurance case in which the same point 
had arisen, [He montioncd that the owners 
of tho ship had sent notice to the Harbour: 
master of the intention to put bunker coal 
on board on the Sunday in question, but 
no roply to that communication had been 
made. : 

Bis Worship said ho could not agree with 
the Acting. Crown Solicitor that the word 
*eatgo’ included everything outside of the 
excoptions. He therofers found that no 
offence had beon committad and dismisscd 
both casas.

OHINESE SEORET SOCIETIES. 


Mr P.B. Maxwoll, of. the Singapore 
Civil Service, writes as follows to the Spec- 
tator in regard to an article about Chinese 
Sooret Societies which appoared in that 
newspaper :— . 7 

‘My own impressions about these Societica 
differ from the official and popular Euro- 
pean view; and as I liged gurrounded by’ 
them in the Strnitd Settlaments for some 
fifteon years, you ray bo willing to give in 
your columns my side of the shield. 

Your remark that the policy at frat pur- 
sued by us was one of tolerance, is worthy 
of serious attention,’ Is it not remarkable 
that from 1786, whon the East India Oom- 
pany first established a aottlement in the 
Straits of Malacca, down to 1867, when the 
administration of the Colony passed from 
Calcutta to the Colonial Office, the Govern- 
mant of India persistently abstained from 
interforing with these terrible Ohinese 
Societies ; not requiring oven rogistration, 
as you have been led to suppose, but leiv- 
ing its Chinese subjects as froo to form 
their clubs ng we ate in England to form 
lodges of Breomsiona, Oddfellows, and. 
other similarly mysterious . bodies? Yot 
that Government was a despotism, and so 
might naturally bo expected to hnvo the 
same horror of Secret Sccietios ad Romie 
Emporors and, Roman Popes, But our 
Indinn administrators knew what thoy 
were'about, They know that tho Societies 
in question had no political object whataver, 
in-our poaseasions ; that they never dreamt 
of insurrection, or claimed political rights, 
or platted attooks on tho rights of propetty ; 
or, in short, ever entertainod towards the 
Government and the institutions under 
which they lived any sentiment, but res- 
pect and thankfulness for tho protection 
and freedom accorded to thom. Thuy knew 
also another thing,—that the Chinaman 
belonged from hia birth to another socisty 
not easily subjected to abolition or suppros- 
sion or regulation, —his triba or clan. The 
Qhinese ofe as clannish az Highlanders are 
or were; and the most trivial dispute, blow, 
or insult in the market-place between two 
men of difference tribes, swells at once into 
a riot, every tribesman within hail joining 
in tho fray. Tho Societies which they join 
on arriving in the Colony are formed by 
the weslthier colonists of their race, mainly 
to protect their poor and ignorant tribes- 
men in caseof siekness or while out of em- 
ployment, and for burial in the event of 
doath. ‘That those heads or chiefs have 
great influence over the rank and file, can- 
not be doubted, any moro than that they 
frequently interposo in disputes and quat- 
rels, and so provont lawsuits in the public 
Courts; just as the oarly Obristians had 
theie disputes acttled by the heads of thoir 
communities on the dics dominicus, whieh 
became proverbially their dies juridicus. A 
lawyer may well doub: whether such do- 
mestic tribunals are the best in tho world 
whether, among other things, they may not 
abuse their powers much more readily than 
thoae which are public; but it is not un- 
likely thut a Chinaman, ignorant of overy 
language but his own, and of the institu. 
tions of the strange couatry in which he 
found himself, is often willing to take his 
chance of this, and prefers a Chinese to an 
English Judge, without any preliminary 
furawearing of the jurisdiction of tho Jattor. 
I over heard of any such unnecessary gath, 
and as I had a fair share of Chinese cases 
in my Qourt, the cath, if taken, must hava 
been more honoured in the breach than in 
the observance. * 

Thore can be no.guestion that the Chin- 
exe population was occasionally turbulent 
and quarrelsome; but they broke no other 
heads than those of their fellow country~ 
mon. Even when tho ‘ 40,000’ spoken of 
io Rarper’s Magazine were ‘ occupying * 
Penany, the’ policd and military and others 
engaged in putting down thoir occupation 
were, as Well as I recollect, unmolesto 
and uninjared, Iv is likely enough that 
tho organisation provided by the Societies 
fasilitated the spread of such disturbances ; 
but, on the other hand, as their heads were 
morchants and traders and mon of aub- 
stance, as little in leva with rows and riote 
(which suspend all trade) as whiter men of 
similar pursuits, they were often valuable 
alties to the authatities by pressing peace- 
ful covusels on the troublesome and rest- 
legs, and also by giving timely information 
of browing trouble to the bosds of the 
police, Uulees T am strangely in error, in 
the days of Indian rule our Executive and 
police officials uften received valuable aid 
in this way. 

Bat as soon as the administration of the 
Colony was transferred to the Oolonial Of- 
fica, the policy of the Indian Government 
was roversed, Tho transfor took place in 
April, 1867 ; the chief Indiaa efficials were 
replaced by new and inexporiencad men 5 
and a riot which broke ont. among the Ohi- 
nese in Penang in the following Augast 
was not as happily doalt with as 
it might have been, and resulted in 
much foss of life and destruction of pro- 
porty to the two different factions. The 
now Govornor—backed, I think, and I am 
bound to add, by the general feeling of the 
European mercantile community—reverse 
the policy of a dozen Governora-Ganeral of 
India, aud declared war against the 
Societies ; his successors followed in his 
footsteps, and ultimately, as you say, thd 
Societies appear to have beon, in 1888, 
altogether forbidden in the Colony. ‘It is 
anid in Singapore,’ you add, ‘that the 
policy bas been quite successful, and that 
tho dangerous Societies have beon blotted 
out.’ Ehope so; but I fear that this is a 
promature crow. I share your suspicion 
that they are only lying low. They have, 
no doubt, lost their best members, and 
thoy will fall into bad hands, I am afraid 
that the Colonial ordinances havo ' blotted

SUPPRESSING” THE OPIUM EVIL, 

Melbourne, Septomber 28th.—Tho Go- 
verntaent intends during the present sas- 
gion to introduce a Bill having for its ob- 
ject tho abolition in tho colony of the vico 
of.opium-amoking. A draft of such o Bill 
has been prepared containing drastic pro- 
visions.’ No opium is to be permitted to 
enter the colgny excapt for medicinal pur- 
poses, and no ship ia to bo allowed to 
cntry more than (0 Jb. weight of the drug. 
Importers will have to gell ta medical 
practitioners or registered chemists, and 
the local manufacture will be prohibited. 
The penslties proscribed in the draft Bill 
are—minimum fine £20, maximum £500 
or imprisonment for not less that one 
month nor more than twelve months, and 
such iwprisonment or fine may be inilicted 
at the discretion of the Court. 

RUSSIAN CIVILITIES TO ITSLY. 

St. Petersburg, October 18th,—M. de 
Giors, Miniator of Foraiga Affairs, who is 
staying in Italy, will pay vieit to King 
the town of Mouza,to-day in 
compacy with the Marquis do Rudini.
